We stopped in at the first rehearsal of “The Most Happy Fella” last February 
to “get acquainted” with the production, and we came back so excited that: we 
couldn’t stop talking about it. Even at this early stage, everyone was thrilled to 
be working on such a great show. In the corner, Jo Mielziner, who did the sets 
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and lighting, and Motley, who designed the costumes, were in heated conference 
about.some staging detail with director Joseph Anthony. The members of the 
cast were pacing around, anxiously awaiting the arrival of Frank Loesser. Sud- 
denly the door opened, and he (Mr. Loesser) walked in carrying some scripts of 
the show. The whole cast gave him a spontaneous round of applause, and then 
quieted down as the overture was played on the piano for the first time anywhere. 
There were excited murmurs as the title: song echoed across the rehearsal studio. 
This was before the many fine recordings of the song came out (among them

selves carried away by the drama and the comedy of this off-beat love story. 


The process from this rough first rehearsal to the show’s present polished 
state (it is due to open on B’way early in May) has been gruelling work for 
everyone involved, but the whole cast is in fine spirits. As star Jo Sullivan put 
it, “We just couldn’t get tired working on such a terrific show!”
